Hostess close to finding 
a buyer for everyone’s 
favorite cake tube

NEW YORK Hostess Brands is close to picking a 
preferred buyer for its iconic Twinkies brand, a 
move that would be a key step in the eventual 
return of the snack cake to grocery shelves. 

A source familiar with negotiations says 
that two private-equity firms, Apollo Global 
Management and C. Dean Metropoulos & 
Co., are the likely winners of this round of ne- 
gotiations to buy Twinkies. 

It’s likely, said the source, that they’re 
moving very fast. 

A spokesman for Apollo said he had no com- 
ment on the report. Metropoulos could not be 
reached for comment. The firm’s food hold- 
ings include Pabst Blue Ribbon beer, and in 
the past have included Chef Boyardee canned 
pasta. Bumble Bee seafood, PAM cooking 
spray and Gulden’s Mustard, all of which it 
eventually sold to ConAgra Foods Inc. 

Any agreement to sell would be subject to 
approval of the federal bankruptcy court that 
is overseeing the liquidation of Hostess’ as- 
sets. Other bidders could emerge to try to top 
the offer made by whatever bidder is identi- 
fied by Hostess. 

Hostess has already named lead bidders for 
some of its other brands. On Monday, McKee 
Foods Corp. agreed to pay $27.5 million for 
the Drake’s brand and some of its equipment. 
Drake’s products include Ring Dings, Yodels, 
Devil Dogs and Yankee Doodles, as well as its 
coffee cake. McKee, a privately held family- 
run company, is best known for its Little Deb- 
bie brand of snacks. 

Earlier this month. Flowers Foods an- 
nounced an agreement to buy six of Hostess’ 



bread brands— including Wonder, Nature’s 
Pride and Beefsteak— for a total of $390 mil- 
lion in two separate transactions. Flowers 
Foods’ top brands include Nature’s Own and 
Tastykake. 

Hostess announced in November that it 
was shutting down following a bakers’ union 
strike. The closing of the company put about 
15,000 of Hostess’ 18,500 workers out of work 
immediately Others stayed on to help wind 
down the company’s operations. 

The demise of Hostess led fans of many of 
the company’s products to scoop them up at 
grocery stores quickly, as consumers feared 
that they would never be able to purchase 
them again. 

However, it always was widely expected 
that Hostess would be able to sell its most 
popular brands to other food makers through 
the liquidation process.

His recipe calls for a boxed pound cake 
mix, which makes it easy to replicate. 
However, Wilbur, now at work on his nth 
Top Secret book, said he may try to make 
a recipe completely from scratch to include 
in the new book.

“Bedbugs are a serious problem, regardless of 
economic stature, and the city of Chicago has 
the authority to declare a public mxisance and 
regulate it,” said Brian Bernardoni, the govern- 
ment affairs director for associations that repre- 
sent real estate agents, building owners and man- 
agers. “The issue must be addressed head-on.” 

But the lobbyist raised questions about the 
costs of battling bedbugs, the level of respon-

sibiUty for tenants and how the new measures 
would be enforced. Other speakers asked 
whether tenants would end up being unfairly 
evicted or whether the proposed ordinance 
would ensure protection for everyone, includ- 
ing the disabled, elderly and people staying at 
homeless shelters. 

Aid. Ray Suarez (31st), chairman of the Hous- 
ing Committee, said changes would be made to 
the proposal as he noted that bedbug infesta- 
tions can plague people from the least fortunate 
to world travelers.

‘NOW IS THE TIME’ 



President Obama ups 
the ante in his fight for 
immigration reform 

D LAS VEGAS Just one week into his 
second term, President Obama took his 
fight for immigration reform to the Western 
states Tuesday and pushed Congress to 
quickly find a path to citizenship for ii million 
undocumented residents. 

But as Obama praised a bipartisan 
immigration plan during a speech in Las Vegas, 
disagreement emerged between the White 
House and Republicans that underscored the 
difficulty of resolving an emotional issue that 
long has defied a legislative fix. 

“I’m here today because the time has 
come for common-sense, comprehensive 
immigration reform,” Obama said. “The time 
is now. Now is the time.” 

After years on the back burner, immigration 
reform has suddenly looked possible as 
Republicans, chastened by Latino voters who 
rejected them in the November election, 
appear more willing to accept a thorough 
overhaul. 

Action on immigration was sidelined by 
economic issues and health-care reform during 
Obama’s first term but is part of an ambitious 
liberal agenda the Democratic president laid 
out last week in his second inaugural address. 

“Si se puede,” some spectators yelled, using 
a Spanish phrase that hearkened back to 
Obama’s 2008 “Yes we can” campaign slogan. 
Some in the audience were brought to tears 
when he talked about the difficulties some 
immigrants have experienced. 

In Washington, however, differences quickly 
emerged between what Obama would like 
and the proposals by the bipartisan “Gang of 
Eight” senators, whose plan is heavy on border 
security 

Obama pushed for a pathway to citizenship 


for illegal immigrants that is faster than the 
one the Senate group proposed. 

Rather than emphasize border security first, 
he would let undocumented immigrants get 
on a path to citizenship if they first undergo 


national security and criminal background 
checks, pay penalties, learn English and get 
behind those foreigners seeking to immigrate 
legally 

“We all agree that these men and women 
should have to earn their way to citizenship. 
But for comprehensive immigration reform 
to work, it must be clear from the outset that 
there is a pathway to citizenship,” he said.

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HOT CHOCOLATE 

Cindy’s Hot Chocolate ($13) at Sepia 123 n. Jefferson st. 3i2-44i-i92o 
“Who doesn’t love hot chocolate?” That’s how head bartender Josh Pearson explains the decision to 
add the drink-named for the restaurant’s pastry chef, Cindy Schuman, who had a hand in selecting 
the chocolate-to Sepia’s menu this winter. He adds some maturity courtesy of Black Bottle scotch 
and a limited-edition spirit from Lake Bluff, Ill’s North Shore Distillery, called Silver Lining. “The scotch 
is a little smoky and adds another layer to the chocolate,” Pearson said. “The Silver Lining is a krauter, 
a European-style herbal spiced liqueur with a big coffee, nutmeg and cinnamon taste.” Because no 
hot chocolate would be complete without whipped cream, Pearson hand-whips a Cointreau-laced 
cream to top it off. And while the cold weather may stick around, there’s no guarantee that Sepia’s hot 
chocolate will-once the limited supply of Silver Lining bottles is gone, so is Cindy’s Hot Chocolate.

Exotic spices and 
smali-batch liquors 
give hot cocktails 
a modern reboot

Sure as the unpacking of long underwear and elec- 
tric blankets, warm cocktails are a perennial winter 
survival mechanism. But because they return to bar 
and restaurant menus each year, the standard drinks 
can get a bit, well, repetitive. This season, bartend- 
ers are experimenting with new takes on old classics 
such as buttered rum, hot toddies, tea cocktails and hot chocolate. “When you chill a 
cocktail, you depress its flavors,” said Sable Kitchen & Bar’s head bartender, Mike Ryan. 
“When you heat it, you accentuate everything.” That gives bars even more reason to play 
with spirits and special ingredients, from cherries to Chinese flve-spice. “When people 
come in looking for a hot toddy, they want that sense of comfort and some sense of medi- 
cation,” Ryan said. Luckily these new takes on hot standards are no bitter pill to swallow

A hot toddy-basically any con- 
coction of liquor, a sweetener, an 
acid (such as citrus) and hot water 
or tea-generally is familiar cold- 
weather territory. The name of 
Yusho’s hot cocktail (pronounced 
soo-jon-wah) should be the first 
tip-off that this isn’t a traditional 
toddy. After trying the Korean 
punch courtesy of one of Yusho’s 
managers who had spent time 
in Korea, beverage director Alex 
Bachman set out to mix his own 
batch. It’s a loose interpretation, 
since the original recipe calls for 
roughly a whole stick of cinna- 
mon per cup. “It was like drinking 
Red Hots,” Bachman said of why 
he dialed down the cinnamon for 
Yusho’s version. Traditional su- 
jeonggwa is tea-based, but Yusho’s 
cocktail doesn’t actually contain 
any tea leaves. Instead, he steeps 
cinnamon, ginger and cherries 
until the liquid is highly concen- 
trated. “It’s not going to work with 
just any spirit,” Bachman said, 
which is why he chose Ransom’s 
Whippersnapper, a category-defy- 
ing, relatively young whiskey that 
avoids overwhelming the drink 
with wood flavors. Not only does 
the cocktail pack warming pow- 
ers, but it pairs especially well with 
Yusho’s Asian street food-inspired 
small plates.

Too much of 
a good thing?

Even in the age of streaming media, we’re still 
a culture of digital hoarders. 

That may partly explain why on Tuesday, 
Apple introduced an iPad with 128 gigabytes 
of storage capacity, twice as much as any 
previous model. 

But will the average tablet owner need that 
much space? 

For casual users, tablets are media- 
consumption devices. We use them to watch 
movies and TV shows, listen to music, play 
games and read books and magazines. All 
those files take up memory on your internal 
hard drive. Today’s high-resolution photos 
and videos increasingly are hogging storage, 
too. It’s easy to see how someone with a lot of 
downloaded files might eventually run out of 
room on a 64GB tablet. 

But 128 gigabytes? That’s the equivalent 
of about 100 DVD -quality movies, 30 Blu- 
ray movies, 30,000 songs or 40,000 photos, 
according to the KRCS computer store 
chain in Britain. Everything else about the 
iPad announced Tuesday is the same as the 
current fourth-generation model: a 9.7-inch 
Retina display, a dual-core A6X processor, a 
FaceTime HD camera, 2 gigabtyes of RAM 
and an estimated 10 hours of battery life. 

So the new device, which goes on sale Feb. 
5, is all about giving users more storage space. 
That’s why Apple is targeting the 128GB 
iPad at professional users such as architects, 
doctors or audio engineers, who often work 
with large files (and can afford pricey gadgets). 


THAT BYTES 

When it comes to storage capacity, the 
128GB iPad isn’t close to being the biggest. 
The Panasonic Toughbook H2, which retails 
for $3,579, has a whopping 320GB of inter- 
nal storage. 


“Companies regularly utilizing large 
amounts of data such as 3D CAD files. X-rays, 
film edits, music tracks, project blueprints, 
training videos and service manuals all benefit 
from having a greater choice of storage 
options for iPad,” Apple said in a release 
announcing the new iPad. 

Some observers say the tablet’s cost— $799 
(Wi-Fi only) and $929 (Wi-Fi and cellular), 
$100 more than the current 64GB model— 
isn’t worth it in an age when we can store 
movies, music, photos and documents on 
cloud-based servers instead of our own 
machines. Other pundits noted that at $929, 
the top-of-the-line 128GB model costs almost 
as much as the base-model MacBook Air 
laptop ($999), which is much easier to type on. 

‘Apple has set its eyes on the dying 
infrastructure of the PC industry and 
Microsoft’s Windows operating system 
business,” writes Dan Rowinski of readwrite. 
com. “That is really the only reason that 
Cupertino would unveil an iPad with 128 GB, 
a size that challenges many of the ‘ultrabooks’ 
that have become popular in the laptop 
market these days.”
